SUSPICION OF THE DEFECTION OF 
• 'r^ .S .VtHE BOLIVLVNS. 

New YoBK, -Deo. ^ 1 1. — ^News has 
been received from Panama to' the 25 th 
ult. The Chileans did not, as was ex- 
pected, follow up the allies and give 
them battle afc Perra Grande or Peso 
del Almonte. Instead, they appear to 
have gone in to camp at Agua Santa, 
about forty miles north of tho Peru- 
vian position, and ' are ' entrenching. 
Tho position is a strong one and is 
in communication by rail with Pisagun, 
their base of operations. The allies 
seemed confused and confounded by 
the bold more made by the Chileans. 
The Peruvian torpedo boat, detained 
bv the Colombian Government as con- 
traband of war, has at last sailed for 
Peru, flying the Hawaiian flag and 
with a license from the Hawaiian con 
sul. The Peruvians place great re- 
liance in the torpedo service now or- 
ganizing. They succeeded in landing 
at AricR recently COO men, 1,000,000 
cartridges and 12 Ivrupp field pieces. 
About 150 allies and 300 Chileans 
were killed at Pisagua, Tlie early 

RETREAT OF TIIK ALLIES 

Is attributed to the running out of 
ammunition and the supply of car- 
tridges »ot being fitted for the rifles in 
use.

— The Peruvian 
Chaise d'Affairs has received cable ad- 
viees from Panama, whicli announce a 
partial engagement at Carapuca, where 
2,500 Cliilejana were routed, with one 
thousand killcsl and eleven Krupp guns 
and four mitrailleuses captured, 

London, Dec. 18 — The details of 
the last Chilean victory state that an 
allied force of Peruvians and Bolivians 
11,000 strong, marching northwards 
from Noria to effect a junction with a 
reinforcement of 5000 men under com- 
mand of ths Pre»ident of Bolivia, at- 
tacked on the 21s* Nov. the Chilean 
advanced corps of GOOO men who occu- 
pied an entrenched position at Dolores 
near Agnn Santa. The Chilean heavy 
cannon decimated the ranks of the al- 
lies, whose cavalry charged three times 
upon the guns and attempted to carry 
them off, but were unsuccessful. In 
the evening the rear of tlie Chilean 
force came up and decided tho day. 
The allied force* were driven back and 
their caaip was taken, in which thirteen 
cannon were foand. Many wounded 
officers, including the Bolivian General 
Villegas, Tvere taken prisoners, and an- 
othei- of tho allied generals was killed. 
The Ckilean loss was heavy-

A BYLAW 

To Regulate the Banltarr Oo&ditlon of 
the City of Victoria. 

Bb it enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows : 

1. It shall not be lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suflbr to be occupied, as a tlwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments aro. complied with, that ia to say: , 

C a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for cacli person occupying tho same. 

C;)j Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health"" 
Officer of tho City. 

(c) Unless there is apptirtcnant to suoli 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
cli'Set or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Eoard of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lota, occupies, or 
knowingly sufibrs to bo occupied, any 
room coutraiy to tlio provisions of this 
Bjrlaw shall bo liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding ?50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whom ho may be convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or tho principal part of the 
nightj.sholl be deemed to bo occu^Med as a 
dwelling within the meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Whore two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bj'hvw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three mouths (whether 
the persona so convicted wore or wero not 
tho same) any Justice of tho Peace may 
direct the closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of tho promises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Oflicer of the City permanently to 
close the same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho^Dwollings Bylaw, 1871)."
